In New York, at the Rockefeller Institute for Medical 
Research, Dr. Igor Tamm is director of a project which is 
studying the action of drugs against polio, influenza and other 
viruses.

held. 

Governor Desha retired in 1828 to his farm 
in Harrison County. He died and was buried 
in .'cj;t County in 1824 Later, one of the Legis- 
latures provided for the monument which now 
m rks his grave.
